There is nothing confirmatory of the arriv.al 
of a portion of the passengers of tbe French 
ateamer Lyonaiae at Bordeaux.

The Russians have retaken Songionk Kaleh 
after a desfierate resistance by the Circassians. 

Liverpool., Dee. 31, — Cotton firmer; prices gen- 
erally unctti.iiged; sales for the two days ending 
to-day 15,000 bales, including 4,000 on specnla- 
tion and for export. The market closed steady 
and firm.

Tbe English funds remained unaffected by the 
heaviness on the Paris Bourse, and closed on the 
16th at a recovery of Foreign securities were 
steady. French 3 per cent closed on the 16th at 
66 francs for money, a decline of 2 per cent du- 
ring the month.

The London Times pronounces the message of 
President Pierce as on the whole conciliatory 
both in matter and manner. 

Duke Assura, Spanish Envoy Extraordinarv 
to Russia, arrived at Petersburg Dec. 9. 

Navigation of the Baltic re-opened on tbe 14th 
of Dec, 

The re-assembling of the Peace Congress at 
Paris was definitely fixed for the 21st of Dec. — 

It was believed that the difificulties concerning 
the Isle of Serpents and Belgrade would be ar- 
ranged beforehand. 

The quarrel between Spain and Prussia has 
now gone so far that it was feared the next step 
would be to the commeucement of open hostili- 
ties. 

Pattebson, N. j., Dec. 31. 

A destructive fire occurred last night on Maia 
street, bnrning four stores with all their contents. 
They were occupied by dealers in dry goods and 
fancy articles, numbering about a dozen tenants, 
and a number of buildings in the vicinity were 
also damaged. Ixiss about $50,000. Tbe prin- 
cipal sufferers are Messrs. Vandervoort and Sny- 
der and A. Stoutenbougb, dry goods dealers; 
Wm. Tunison’s dry goods store; Mr. Kirk’s ba- 
kery, S. Allen, tobacconist; Jas. Dunn, confec- 
tioner; Mr. Kelley, variety store, and Messrs. 
Beam ft Taylor, shoe dealers. 

Halifax, Dec. 21. 

The brig Beauty has arrived here. Her captain 
reports that on her outward passage a boat wax 
picked up containing a cask of water and a life 
buoy marked “Lyonnais,” together with :i white 
shirt and a fine cambric hankerchief marked 
“L. E.” 

Capk Island, Dec. 31. 

Tlie steamer Kangaroo, from Liverpool, is now 
coming in and will probably reach Philadelphia 
this evening, unless prevented by ice. 

New Y'ork, Dec. 31. 

A special d'ispatch in the New York Tribune 
says: “I have reliable information Irom New 

Orleans that within a few days there have been 
serious troubles among the slaves in Ixiuisiana 
aud that as many as 20 negroes have been hung, 
but the newspapers earefully refrain from any 
mention of the facts. 

New York, Dec, 31. 

Just before tbe Fulton left, a disnatch was tel- 
egraphed from Bordeaux stating that the rumor- 
ed arrival of the passengers of the Lyonnais was 
untrue. A journal published at Villa Clara, 
Cuba, states that Don Jose de Uiate and wife, 
together with several other passengers of the 
steamer Lyonnais, were picked up liy a Britisli 
vessel bound to Jamaica.
